the first place, suggest nation-wide cam- 
paign for more complete recognition the kinder- 


-garten integral part the public school 


system. grant that most our progressive cities 
have kindergartens—certainly city has right 
the times has kindergartens its public 
schools—but the fact remains that most our 
so-called progressive cities have made but puny 
start. have mind large city Massachusetts, 
typical most cities, that prides itself the 
excellence its schools and the fact that has 
kindergartens—yes, more than one—but the number 
pitifully small. They are located the city 
that only the favored few can get the benefits that 
all young children should enjoy. The excuse offered 
for not having more is, room our 
school buildings for answer is, Find 
room; rent, build, The parent-teacher as- 
sociations that have been organized, should 
organized, every school district can render valiant 
service popularizing kindergartens and induc- 
ing school boards provide room and teachers for 
the work. 


New York City has eleven hundred 


kindergartners and increasing the number rapidly 
each year. 

may believe the statistics the United 
States Bureau Education, the total number 
kindergartens, public, private, and mission, are less 
than eight thousand; that less than four hundred 
thousand four million two hundred fifty 
thousand children kindergarten age, children from 
four six years, this country are kindergartens, 
leaving nearly four million yet unprovided for; 
and that the number children kindergartens 
ranges from twenty-seven per cent one state 
one per cent another. With these facts staring 
out countenance, the first “improvement 
kindergarten practice’’ should multiply the 
kindergartens. Instead one small class large 
school building, group buildings, should 
insist sufficient number kindergarten rooms 
every elementary school building accommodate 
many children between four and six years age 
first grade children from six eight years age. 
rooms are not available, put the first-grade pupils 
part time and thus find room rather than 
without kindergartens. 

order keep the expense minimum, one 
room may made serve for two classes, one 
class from nine twelve o’clock and the second 
class from one three thirty; the afternoon kinder- 
gartner acting assistant the morning kin- 
dergartner, and the morning kindergartner returning 
the compliment the afternoon. And business 
proposition, proposition that may challenged 
most kindergartners, urge increase the 
class registration thirty, thirty-five, even 
forty. this course each room can made 
accommodate from sixty eighty children. The 
number kindergartens can greatly enlarged 
aggressive work and planning the increase 
reasonable expense. Kindergarten advocates and 
kindergartners themselves must study make the 
expense reasonable possible they expect 
see the number kindergartens all adequate. 

The reason why the kindergarten movement has 
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advanced slowly because the expense involved 
and the few children taught. 

the second place, suggest that scientific 
child study made more prominent part the 
daily work. True that all kindergartners now 
make child study leading feature their work, 
and that they more this line than done 
teachers any other grade. The fact remains, 
however, that only beginning has yet been made. 

Kindergartners have already grade 
teachers, even high school teachers, many lessons 
genuine pedagogy. They have yet develop and 
carry out reasonably complete plan individual 
child study, plan that can and should ex- 
tended into all elementary and secondary grades. 
When teachers make the child, rather than the 
subject, the center interest, when subject mastery 
ceases absorb practically all the time and 
attention teachers and pupils, then will educational 
work clothed with new life. The work should 
fully outlined, the records should carefully kept, 
and the results should utilized whenever and 
wherever the interests the child are involved. 

Child study will not only bring teachers into 
sympathetic relations with the views, aims, motives, 
and needs individual pupils, but will lead 
teachers observe the physical characteristics, 
bodily development, nerve signs, health and growth 
children, will give them insight into the mental 
states, will lead adaptation work the best 
interests each child, and will bring teachers and 
parents into closer relations. 

And, again, suggest that effort made 
bring about the closest possible relation between the 
kindergarten and grade work. education 
unit, there should marked separation, there 
now most cities, between the kindergarten and 
elementary grades, and between the elementary and 
secondary grades. The tendency the day 
bring about closer relation between the grades 
mentioned, and the future will witness still greater 
efforts unity. urge therefore that kindergarten 
preparatory courses deal not only with kindergarten 
principles and practice but also with certain phases 
elementary grade work; that students training 
observe and practice portion the time the 
elementary grades; that kindergartners visit fre- 
quently the classes the first-year grade work, and 
that they occasionally teach these classes; that 
kindergartners attend the conferences grade 

teachers; and that they follow through the grades 
the boys and girls who have taken year the 


kindergarten, order determine the effect 
kindergarten training upon their later work and 
development. 

And this closer relation betweén the kindergarten 
and grade work suggests also greater familiarity 
the grade teacher—and principal well—with 
kindergarten principles and practice. 

the*kindergarten the children are taught 
habits promptness and regularity attendance, 
orderliness, cleanliness, politeness, consideration 
for others, co-operation, responsiveness, 
obedience; they acquire the power observation, 
attention, concentration, perseverance; the power 
expression voice and hand, muscular co-ordina- 
tion and control; and they are taught carry into 
all their work and organized play the play spirit. 
All this splendid basis for the grade work 
follow. 

There are two ways bridging the chasm 
between the kindergarten and grade work. One 
forming advanced group the kindergarten 
class near the middle the school year and intro- 
ducing some the elementary grade work for 
portion the day, and carrying into the lower 
division the grade much the kindergarten 
practice. This course will add life and value 
each group. 

One other plan organize each school 
connecting transition class. school having 
two more kindergarten classes, one these 
classes, made the more mature kindergarten 
children and children entering the grades after 
the term has begun, may well advanced kinder- 
garten work with some elementary grade work 
interspersed. Children over six years age entering 
school after the term has well begun cannot placed 
regular first-grade class. will out place 
either. Into such class there may carried 
more advanced steps story telling and oral repro- 
duction, possibly beginning reading, more 
advanced construction work, and simple number 
work such counting objects, combining and 
separating objects, and fractional parts objects. 

such class, also, active creative spirit 
should encouraged, less rigid discipline than 
usually thought necessary grade work should 
prevail, and, above all, the play spirit should 
continued order that there may happy, 
unbroken continuity work and play, controlled 
the same great educational principles which 
should prevail all education.

value art the little child lies not only 

self-expression; may also teach him that man 

may beautify the objects which surrounded, 

stamping them with his own mind, and fore- 

shadow the industrial world into which will some 
day enter. 

One the first laws applied industrial art 
that appropriateness sincerity; for example, 
there perhaps the material world 
beloved object than our book which has_ been 
developed from the codex with its two stiff boards 
having inside wax surfaces upon which the content 
was written hand. Very often children’s work 
can put into the form little book; but such 
case the book should have the appearance book, 
and not look like leaf, barrel apples, even 
doll. Imagine the effect Thanksgiving mes- 
sage inclosed booklet the leaves and cover 
which are cut the form oak leaf upon which, 
for cover decoration, pasted pumpkin cut out 
orange parquetry paper with crayoned stripes, Fig. 
Here the bounty Thanksgiving subordinated 
the form oak leaf which this time year 
trodden underfoot. much more effective would 
the Thanksgiving thought placed upon the con- 
ventional book cover. 

Little better, any, are lily, corn, animal forms 
used book covers, seen when tested the 
principle appropriateness fitness the object 
its use. opening and shutting the book the 
edges are continually thumbed and worn, and the 
successful designer, remembering this, does not run 
his delicate design the edge the book but sets 
appropriate depth and perhaps strength- 
ens the corners with crosspieces. All this elegaut 
simplicity lost projecting petals, stems, ears, and 
tails, and the book longer gives one the sense 
being sure and safe receptacle treasured thought. 

Let make timely suggestion. lily sketched 
upon booklet conventional form, upon card, 
lily cut from paper and mounted, the sketch- 
ing seems too difficult, will make much more 


impressive and beautiful gift Easter time than 
any the cut-out book designs lilies chickens 
and shells. 

The combination parquetry and art material 
not good except when the art material used 
preparing the paper. paper may painted 
tinted or, desired, colors floated upon it, after 
which used construction paper. then 
simply process preparation and does not inter- 
rupt the unity expression. Notice the harsh 
edges and general hard effect Fig. IJ. which 
the basket and eggs are cut out, crayoned, and 
pasted, and compare with the dainty flower 
sketches shown the February number the 
magazine. Fig. unmounted flower mechan- 
ically made, has value either self-expression 
industrial work. 


One day student brought parquetry pansy

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with crayon stem, Fig. and when objected 
the combination said, But looks much better 
than paper That just the point. The 
quality line, the individuality, the expression 
feeling, made the stem much better that was 
out keeping with the stiff parquetry flower. The 
real danger that the child may lose the sense 
delicate expression and fail use his imaginative 
and creative faculties. 

When the child cuts the line follows the 
line and not thinking mass form, therefore line 
cutting, far art concerned, doubtful 
value, and too much tends cramp the child’s 


free expression. free-hand cutting the child must 
think the mass and give expression his concep- 
tion. then paints crayons using art 
material that should appeal the imagination and 
express higher spiritual qualities mechanical 
way that does not admit self-expression. Imagine 
the effect Corot Millet cut out and mounted 
upon background. 

Free-hand cutting without coloring complete 
and valuable form expression. Cutting the

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How May the True Relation Between the Kindergarten 
and Primary Gained

question adjustment between kindergarten 
and primary not new. far back 1883 
attempt was made St. Louis solve this 
problem extending the work the kindergarten 
into the primary. so-called connecting room 
children who had had kindergarten training were 
given instruction both kindergarten and primary 
work teachers the respective grades. This 
experiment, made the early days the kinder- 
garten, when the line demarcation between 
kindergarten and primary was strongly marked, was 
discontinued after short trial. 

The spirit and purpose the two departments 
that time differed greatly that fusion was impos- 
sible. Few primary teachers had studied kindergar- 
ten theory and consequently knew ,little the 
fundamental principles underlying its work. They 
looked for tangible, definite results which would 
articulate with their work with who came 
from the kindergarten. Held responsible for 
certain amount work within given time for 
some fifty-five children, the work the kinder- 
garten comparison seemed indefinite and trivial. 
They ccmplained the kindergarten child’s lack 
self-reliance when given work his seat. 
They traced this the kindergartner’s constant 
supervision and tendency help him over his 
difficulties, but did not take into account the ab- 
stract and uninteresting character the work, 
which doubtless was partly responsible for the child’s 
lack interest and persistent effort. great 
service play education had not then received 
the universal recognition now accorded it. The 
time given songs, stories, games, and play the 
kindergarten made seem the primary teacher 
place where children were entertained rather than 
educated. 

But time has wrought many changes. The 
function the kindergarten now better understood 
and its work more appreciated. The progress made 
education the last twenty-five years has far 
outstripped that any similar period time, and 
department has the change been more marked 
than the primary. 

Dr. Edwin Kirkpatrick article The 
Psychological Basis the Kindergarten says, Prob- 


ably better work done America to-day than 
our primary schools. Foreigners have noted that 
they are also very much alike all over the United 
States. Why this? believe due largely 
the fact that almost every possible method 
beginning various subjects and occupying the 
time children their seats well adding 
and omitting subjects has been tried the first year 
school, where the necessity reaching certain 
conventional results felt less than the higher 
grades. Although these experiments have not been 
formally scientific, teachers 
have observed the results with open minds and 
have now emerged from chaotic variety primary 
school work into comparative uniformity. Our 
primary school to-day, generally admitted, 
immensely superior that the olden time and 
probably that any other country. 

“The progress from logical plans teaching 
being guided observed results perhaps best 
illustrated the teaching reading. have had 
the alphabet method, the word method, the Pollard 
system, and host other systems, each which 
was shown theoretical grounds the only 
logical and sensible mode procedure. Observa- 
tion the results the different methods show that 
all have merits and defects, and the best primary 
teachers are now using various elements these 
methods that experience has shown are advantageous 
and least productive undesirable results. The 
fact that children can interested studying 
printed words sufficient length time, they will 
learn read matter how they begin what 
system lack system followed. Doubtless 
some arrangements make the task easier than others, 
but the child’s progress depends not 
much upon the objective case the sequence 
upon the extent which the system excites and holds 
his interest discriminating 

This quotation has been given because shows 
the value experimentation ascertaining what 
should taught children and how should 
taught. But what gave rise much experi- 
mentation? The cause not far seek. The 
close proximity the primary the kindergarten 
invited comparison between the two and the primary 
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suffered. was criticised for formalism instruc- 
tion and repression management. 

The many severe criticisms hurled against the 
primary had salutary effect. They gave impetus 
the experimental pedagogy mentioned before. 
The primary began move forward. This created 
bracing atmosphere. New methods were intro- 
duced. the working out these much initiative 
and latent strength were discovered. The success 
efficient teachers was capitalized giving others 
less ability opportunity for observing their 
skillful instruction. With instruction raised 
higher plane and with the provision interesting 
and educative seat work for the class not under 
immediate instruction, the question discipline 
became less problem and more natural and 
sympathetic management became general. The 
activity the children began used motive 
power carrying out the purposes the school. 
The children became active partners the business. 
The element play was infused into the work 
that the enthusiasm and effect which characterized 
play might utilized work. To-day may 
said our progressive primary teachers that they 
have the spirit and use the methods the best 
kindergartners and that their guiding principle 
the self-activity their pupils. 

Though the primary has come much closer 
the kindergarten spirit and methods work 
some educators still speak the two departments 
being widely separated. Where this separation 
exists misfortune the children. There 
little change their lives this time justify 
decided change school conditions. Some the

Looking into school conditions see how the 
two departments differ, find

The significant work the primary, how- 
ever, differs greatly from anything attempted the 
kindergarten—the training that children 
mastery over symbols that they may think 
means written printed words.

Dr. Balliet 
New York University believes that ‘‘the kinder- 
garten does far more than one half the work 
teaching child read, although very properly 
does not teach him printed says, 
should ask kindergartner whether she teaches 
reading the kindergarten, she would answer 
the negative and she might resent the question 
intimating that her kindergarten not genuine, 
and yet very real sense the most difficult part 
reading taught every kindergarten. Reading 
recalling ideas means printed words which 
serve tags labels for this purpose. Which, 
may fairly ask, the more difficult part teaching 
child read, develop the ideas recalled 
attach the labels?

Yet alone 
usually called While primary teachers 
would not agree with Dr. Balliet the ease with 
which six-year-old children form the habit associat- 
ing ideas with their symbols, admit that the 
kindergarten does more than one half the work 
teaching children read, they certainly would agree 
that the kindergarten developing ideas and 
training children express their thoughts oral 
speech, prepares children vital way for learning 
read. Teachers children who come from 
homes where there paucity ideas and words 
with which express them and those who teach 
foreign districts, appreciate the valuable preparation 
for reading given the kindergarten more than 
those whose pupils come from homes culture.

The kimdergarten prepares children for other 
subjects than reading. develops new ideas and 
gives the child terms for them. This, together with 
the practice gives speaking, prepares for written 
expression which simple form started the 
first grade. spelling involves power recognize 
and remember form, the child’s kindergarten ex- 
perience noting resemblances and differences 
form preparation for learning spelling, while the 
exercises which call for measuring and counting 
prepare for the more advanced number work the 
first grade. 

Has the kindergartner consciously recognized 
how her work assists her pupils the later work 
reading, writing, and spelling? Would not 
true that she knew more about the teaching 
these subjects, she would see opportunities which 
could used advantage preparing her pupils 
more effectively for this later work? 
would. 

There are certain external conditions 
primary which, changed, would benefit the work 
and make possible the continuance into the first 
grade some the kindergarten activities. Fewer 
children teacher would allow more time for the 
study individual children and for more individual 
instruction. With fewer children some the desks 
near the front the room might removed. This 
would leave free larger open floor space for games 
and dramatization and permit more movement and 
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activity. Movable desk chairs are being tried 
some St. Louis schools, but are still experiment. 
morning session only would not practical 
large cities where many children are better off the 
school than the home the streets; but the 
afternoon session there could more time given 
play, the open air preferably, the gymnasium. 
More the self-expressive activities, such illus- 
trative drawing, free-hand paper cutting and different 
kinds hand work are desirable seat work the 
afternoon. These are delight children. They 
keep their minds active and their hands busy but 
are not undue mental strain because the activity 
appeals their tendency make, do, and 
create. 

External changes alone, however, will not bring 
about true union. That can only effected 
close articulation work and kindergarten and 
primary teachers having deeper insight into and 
higher appreciation each other’s work. 
teacher whatever grade she may must know 
what she has build upon she build wisely 
and economize the child’s time. she artist 
her work, she must know not only the immediate 
part the subject for which she held responsible 
but the more remote ends attained. 
instruct well she must have more than incidental 
knowledge the grades that precede and follow her 
own. With this thought mind let consider the 
following 

(1) Have primary teachers definite idea 
what they have right expect from children who 
have had kindergarten training? 

not, they should have, for just the kinder- 
gartner should take into account the child’s 
experiences before enters the kindergarten 
starting point her instruction, should the 
primary teacher build upon the foundation laid 
the kindergarten. The primary has been criti- 
cised for failure use what has been taught the 
kindergarten. doubtless some truth 
the criticism. This waste might lessened some- 
what outline kindergarten work expressed 
language easily comprehended teachers who 
have not had training for this line work were 
given primary teachers for study. those 
who prepared the outline held mind the course 
study for the first grade, believed that 
closer articulation work might effected. 
fully understood that the most valuable results 
kindergarten training are spiritual and intangible 
and cannot measured, but primary teachers 
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are expected take cognizance their teaching 
the knowledge acquired the kindergarten, 
they should given some idea the ground 
covered music, language, literature, number, 
nature, manual training, and art, otherwise there 
may needless repetition.

Play, Factor Education 


Marie Leberman, Primary Teacher, Grand Island, Neb. 


the most frequent criticisms our present- 
day schools into which have been introduced 
the most modern educational ideas, and especially 
this true the kindergarten and primary grades, 
that there too much play the schoolroom, that 
because this play our boys and girls are not being 
fitted face withstand the many trials life, 
and that they will not know how work when they 
become men and women, nor will they care to. 

This idea notion concerning play seems 
erroneous and narrow-minded, and will give 
reasons for considering play important factor 
education. 

One the first reasons for considering play 
valuable education its influence the develop- 
ment instincts. Dr. Johnson his book entitled 
Education Plays and Games, gives the following 
definition play: Play the expression awaken- 
ing Think for moment the little 
kitten playing with rolling ball running after 
any quickly moving object. this manner, 
through the action play, that the instinct for the 
provision food developed. Many other such 
instances could cited, for know how playful 
every animal when young, from the kitten pet 
dog the tiger lion, and studying these playful 
actions shall find them preparation for some 
action necessary life. 

find this true, also, the child. Picture the 
little girl playing with her doll. She little 
mother the truest sense and her doll her own 
dear child. Through her own imagination, her own 
play, she developing that instinct true mother 
love. Think the little boy playing store, fireman, 
engineer, conductor, banker, and many other things. 
there any better way train the child, develop 


him and fit him for true manhood than through this 
method play? introducing play into the 
school, are helping develop many the 
instincts the child far greater degree. The 
following quotation from Dr. Johnson illustrates the 
definite growth and development the child, 
physically, mentally, socially, and morally, more 
less paralleled with the development the race, and 
one familiar with the facts the child’s develop- 
ment can gauge with considerable accuracy the 
interests, aptitudes, and needs children given 
age. Since children unfold develop general 
way, according definite and universal law, 
find accuracy along the line, certain characteristic 
reactions stimuli and environment these 
characteristic reactions are the plays children. 
Chamberlain says, ‘Play concerned with every- 
thing—emotions, feelings, acts, thoughts, imaginings, 


Parents, teachers, does not this alone prove the 
importance play the instruction the child? 
not proof enough that play should be, without 
any question hesitancy, introduced into our 
present-day school system? true that this 
means very careful study what games should 
played and, near possible, when. That just 
what our students child study and our psycholo- 
gists are endeavoring do, and responsibility 
which every teacher should feel her duty as- 
sume. 

Play important education because its 
great value expression. know from our 
study psychology that every impression there 
expression, and this expression comes through the 
child does not get hold idea until 
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has made his own turning into his own 
activities. other words, child acts out before 
really takes in. This shown infancy 
pushing, pulling, etc. therefore the natural 
tendency for every idea pass into motion, and play 
the principal means expression and making 
idea the child’s own. 

Another reason for considering play valuable 
educational factor the part plays the training 
the imagination. through allowing the 
child put into action his thoughts ideas that 
the teacher promoting wonderful development 
the imagination the child. This one phase 
the plays and games that many teachers overlook, 
rather having the child follow her instructions 
exactly instead allowing him exercise his own 
thoughts, picture that which himself 
and express imagines should be. the 
dramatization stories and reading lessons 
really wonderful the things the children will say and 
do, and the manner which they will them 
when they are permitted act independently. 
Most certainly, some suggestions from the teacher 
the right time are permissible, for the teacher 
should guide the child, or, Dr. Montessori 
calls her, ‘‘a more teachers could 
only brought realize that they are training 
children mere imitators, mechanical men and 
women, robbing them their individuality and 
true self, the privilege putting into action their 
own thoughts, other words eliminating instead 
promoting their imagination! Think what imagi- 
nation has done for our universe! Its progress 
due largely it, for through the imagination 
men and women that most our inventions have 
been made. Can any one picture universe 
advanced ours to-day without these outward 
expressions man’s thoughts and imagination? 

Play has wonderful influence the formation 
habits the child’s life and can much toward 
the building noble and beautiful characters. 
There are many valuable ends obtained the 
various plays and games properly played and 
directed; but have often seen games played where 
the teacher has overlooked altogether these ends, 
and thus the value the game was utterly lost. 
have games which teach manners, justice, good 
judgment, accuracy, co-operation, self-control, self- 
confidence, and many other essential and beautiful 
characteristics. know that habits are formed 
early childhood and the sooner the nerve dis- 
charges can caused flow along the right paths 


the sooner will the child form habits, the firmer will 
these habits be, and the less will the tendency 
stray from them. Play less conscious; appeals 
the child more than anything else. Therefore, 
the most natural method and will gain the best 
results the elimination bad habits and the 
formation new ones. 

Play most valuable the training the senses, 
factor which all modern educators heartily 
approve. have games which develop the senses 
touch, sight, hearing, and smelling; games which 
develop close observation and which result fine 
and cultured senses. There are games which develop 
the sense rhythm and means them the 
teacher may create the child love for music, 
music the highest and finest type. The training 
the senses may first seem but minor 
factor education, but second thought, 
considering thoroughly and wisely, cannot 
help but place very essential part and the 
most cultured part the growth the child. 

Play, also, ranks high factor education for 
the part plays the development the child 
physically. true that the regular drills 
calisthenics have their place the schoolroom and 
elsewhere for physical development, but believe 
that play obtains far better results. person 
conscious the activity the drills, and you might 
say oftentimes makes work it. the other 
hand, the individual wholly unconscious his 


-activity during play, more natural and cannot 


help but more beneficial. There nothing that 
surpasses good play for relaxation, nothing that 
rests the child and fits him for harder, better, and 
quicker mental work. 

Play may essential education 
for the that accomplishes much the 
training the social side the Think 
what important feature this is, how much 
means the child when grown, how essential 
make any sort success one’s life. Picture 
the little child his first day school, perfect 
little stranger foreign land, among foreign 
people. right here that the first teacher can 
perform wonderful mission, make this little one 
happy, connect his home life with that the 
school, get him acquainted with his fellow play- 
mates, help him enjoy their company, make 
him friendly and hospitable and feel’ comfortable 
and ease when with them. This true problem 
the teacher and one that needs careful thought 
and consideration, Fortunately there have been 
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some who have studied and pondered over this 
question and have done much toward the solving 
it. The best means which these educators have 
devised are the various social games through which 
the children may become acquainted with one 
another, are taught friendly and kind and 
unconsciously lose all fear and diffidence. This 
social value games, however, found not 
only the kindergarten primary school but 
higher grades, and the games then should 
directed. that the same friendly and social spirit 
prevails. There nothing that 
operation does the carefully organized game, and 
what there that more important the promotion 
and welfare the school, church, any social 
organization than truly co-operative spirit? 
Closely allied the social value play and one 
which believe ranks above all the others which 
have mentioned, its ethical value. Nothing 
teaches the law freedom does well directed 


and orderly game. The child learns just, 
fair and honest. thus taught form high 
ideals right and wrong, distinguish between 
them, and judge for himself what right and 
what wrong. The habit being honest and 
truthful formed through play, and what there 
more valuable one later life more beautiful 
find the child receiving happiness and joy through 
play; something which should the aim educa- 
tion and something which truly the ultimate aim 
our own life and the life our fellowmen. 

With all these reasons for considering play 
essential, may say again conclusion that play 
most important factor education. Through 
play, well organized and directed, our boys and girls 
are developed mentally, morally, 
through play, the aims education are obtained, 
namely: good will, and noble enjoy-

HAT the kindergarten living member the 

great educational body attested the influ- 

ence upon its thought and practice each important 
movement modern pedagogy. 

member not, and cannot hope be, 
exempt from certain modifications and changes, nor 
can expect escape the problems which our com- 
plex social life now forcing upon the schools for 
solution. Among these problems, and perhaps the 
most crucial, that vocational training with its 
accompanying demand for the introduction indus- 
trial arts into the school curriculum preparatory 
step. 

The controversy which this question 
tated between the old cultural, liberal type edu- 
cation and the advocates the new movement has 
sifted down into the kindergarten and largely influ- 
enced its thought and practice. 

While not claim that the technical side 
this discussion has directly affected the kindergarten, 
the distinction which now made our kindergar- 
tens between the Industrial and the Fine Arts and 
all that this entails, clearly traceable the con- 
troversy which present dividing our best think- 
ers. Whatever distinctions may necessary 
make higher up, they not, opinion, belong 
the kindergarten—or even the elementary 
schools. seems unwise begin differ- 
entiate before the child has had chance gain 
command over his tools knowledge before 
has had legitimate period experiment either 
which their final analysis are not opposed 
but simply differ controlling aims. 

Whatever approach may make Industrial 
Arts the kindergarten—whether try the evolu- 
tionary, the neighborhood, any one the several 
paths, feel that mistake throw undue em- 
phasis upon. the utility the product upon its 
relation some form industry, for through 
experimental process that the child finds his greatest 
opportunity for creative self-expression. 
sentative drawing, for example, and much the 
construction work done little children, the vague 
image with which they start wholly lost the joy 
feeling themselves creators. The final result may 
unexpected themselves the teacher but 


the idea thus accidentally reached becomes the 


centive for conscious creative work. Each effort 
the child cannot related some concrete situ- 
ation, some industrial project, without sacrifice 
this period experiment. Ideas, with the young 
child, not spring from the head full-grown like 
Minerva, but gradually take form through the doing 
and are strengthened and clarified the process 
expression. when the idea dawns, the child 
delights playing with it, repeating it, modifying, 
changing, adding before becomes fastened 
within the limits single project. 

Take, for example, crayon work the kindergar- 
ten. After period experiment, during which 
conscious purpose has controlled, certain rhythmic 
spacing perhaps two more colors used alter- 
nately may suggest design for wall paper. The 
children may act this idea, they desire, and 
consciously work make wall paper, pos- 
sibly for the kindergarten doll house. 

Here they have opportunity apply the tech- 
nique gained previous work, compare their 
designs and workmanship, and select the one best 
suited for the purpose. designer tries different 
schemes, compares, and then selects. The child also 
should have chance compare and select, that 
taste may formed and guided. 

If, the other hand, wall paper pattern had 
been the clearly defined end view when the 
crayons were first used, the period experiment, 
during which ideas were clarified, co-ordinations 
hand and eye established, and some degree tech- 
nique gained, would have been either wholly omitted 
materially shortened. 

the industrial end attained there should 
also some provision for the values, that 
the children may gain some appreciation the place 
which beauty holds relation industrial products. 
The two belong together, both 
and when the life interest ceases there can 
real art any kind. 

Harmony line, tone, color, appropriateness 
purpose, even the execution the child’s work—all 
which are elements beauty the Fine Arts—can 
conscious goals the teacher’s mind. But 
order start the child toward these goals there must 
longer shorter period experiment when the 
activity end itself. 
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The simple units design which grow out 
experimenting with tablets, sticks, and rings are 
repeated the children and changed again and 
again with joy the activity and the feeling for 
rhythmic arrangement. 

This type work, which clearly aims develop- 
ing art sense, appreciation some the 
elements characteristic the Fine Arts, need not 
exclude applied design. The children have many 
opportunities for utilizing the knowledge thus gained 
decorating the various little articles which they 
make either for themselves celebrate some fes- 
tival occasion the kindergarten. 

Drawing, painting, free cutting—indeed all the 
usual kindergarten hand work—may used. 
insist that every design the kindergarten must 
applied some article utility illustrate some 
form industrial art frequently results attempt- 
ing projects which take long complete that 
interest lost and real control material, with its 
accompanying sense power, sacrificed. weav- 
ing, for example, may not the children who have had 
chance experiment with number and color com- 
binations and create few simple patterns 
paper mats, get better idea process than they 
would limited the weaving rug hammock, 
which takes long finish and which admits 
variety? 

The two experiences are not mutually exclusive. 
There reason why the children should not apply 
the more permanent play articles the knowledge 
process and the appreciation color gained 
through work with simple materials. 

Construction work with the blocks also offers 
excellent opportunities for developing appreciation 
both the art elements and the social and economic 
significance industry society. illustration 
this let briefly describe the making city with 
the blocks, which the children some our kin- 
dergartens consciously applied the gained 
the periods free experiment and also gained some 
idea the interdependence society and the 
numerous and varied factors which contribute 
the social whole.

Nor was the element civic beauty 
forgotten, for the children insisted upon parks, and 
rows trees lined the streets. Sometimes groups 
children experimented the making particular 
building and through the suggested criticism became 
conscious that the purpose building should 
detemine its style architecture. other kinder- 
gartens, when the children constructed their houses 
out pasteboard boxes instead blocks, attention 
was directed the art element the furnishing 
the rooms and each child selected some color scheme 
for the wall paper and the rugs—the latter being 
made out paper—as possessing greater possi- 
bilities for color combinations and original patterns. 
Here the previous periods free experiment 
spacing, balance, rhythm, and proportion—in what 
has been termed ‘‘art for arts’ sake’’—contributed 
consciously the decoration the miniature homes. 

endeavoring make the work the kinder- 
garten practical value, industrial processes have 
sometimes been introduced, too detailed and too pro- 
longed sustain the child’s interest give him 
appreciable share the work—notably the 
effort show how food stuffs are changed the 
process cooking. sequence familiar the adult, 
because built upon successive steps experience, 
may pass over the child’s head. The amount 
labor involved does not enhance the value the 
article the child mind. Values, with the little 
child, belong the realm feeling, and not intel- 
lect. Such exercises, like the too perfect toy, leave 
room for constructive imagination. The play 
attitude here would far more for the child—as 
the game the Mulberry Bush—in which the activ- 
ities entire week are relived few minutes. 
Through dramatic representation both stories and 
games, the child can begin understand few 
the typical processes our industrial life and 
effect some the important practical adjustments. 
the play aspect get also emotional con- 
tent, chance for putting one’s self the place 
the worker, and thus awakening real feeling, which 
lost when the appeal primarily the under- 
standing.

The country environment furnishes lavish oppor- 
tunity for the child’s garden plot. Not the 
city surroundings. the latter case garden bed 
may improvised means deep box filled 
with earth and placed upon the roof porch. 
Having secured location let see what soil 
best adapted for our purpose and how must 
prepared receive plants and seeds. Procure 
mixture clay and sand possible. For least 
foot depth, the soil should made mellow and 
friable spading, hoeing, and raking. Rotted 
manure, leaf mold, commercial fertilizer should 
added enrich it. This preparation the 
soil should made adult the young child’s 
slender strength unequal the task, but 
will take great delight watching the process and 
may possibly lend hand some slight manner. 
the country plot, the subsoil gravelly 
sandy the drainage will take care itself, but 
clay, should broken about six inches 
below the surface soil that the water may run off.

sowing seeds sure “firm the 
that press down securely after the seeds are 
covered. This helps rapid growth, conserves mois- 
ture, and brings that closer contact with the 
earth which desirable. This process may ac- 
complished treading with the feet, after which 
the soil should leveled and short-toothed rake 
drawn across it. The raking loosens and ruffs the 
surface and thus helps keep the moisture. 

Shall the child’s garden plot one flowers 
favor the latter, many vegetable seeds are 
larger than most flower seeds and the plants are 
simpler, bigger, and more rapid growers. Such 
vegetables beans, peas, corn, radishes, and 
lettuce are most desirable for our purpose. 

Pole beans should soaked water overnight 
and planted hills. Drop five six seeds the 
depth two inches each hill, and place the hills 
three four feet apart. space limited, one 
hill will sufficient. While the little gardener 
waiting for the seeds come may know 
exactly what taking place underground soaking 
some beans water, placing them sunny 
window upon damp cotton wool saucer, and 
keeping the cotton moist. the child’s great 
delight the beans thus treated will swell, burst 
their skins, open their cotyledons, and send forth 
tender shoots with tiny light green leaves. 

After the young bean plants out doors have 
grown the height several inches, each hill 
should supplied with slender pole, one end 
which set the earth the depth about 
eighteen inches. The plants will soon begin 
cling and twine about this support and their daily 
growth may readily observed. development 
every part each plant—leaves, tendrils, 
flowers, and seeds—will prove most interesting 
study the child, who will soon come regard 
his plants his cherished companions. 

Before planting peas they should soaked 
for few hours water. Sow them from two 
three inches deep double rows which are six 
eight inches apart. The taller varieties peas 
The child may experiment sprouting peas, 
well beans, the house. will find the 
seedlings both very similar. 
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Corn should planted about the middle 
May. For the child’s garden the seeds should 
placed hills three four feet apart. corn 
takes much room perhaps one hill will 
sufficient for the small plot. Soak before planting. 
Place six seven kernels hill depth 
between one and two inches. After the corn begins 
grow thin out the young plants that only 
two three will left each hill. some 
kernels are sprouted the house moist cotton 
the child will able compare his seedlings and 
observe the difference between those beans 
peas and corn. The growing and ripening corn 
plant, with its fascinating supporting roots, its 
glistening jointed stem, its long graceful leaves, 
its full rich ears with bright kernels 
silk, its captivating brown tassel, and its enchanting 
rustle the wind plays about it, will source 
ardent attention and intense interest all summer. 

One the prettiest vegetables for child’s 
garden the small radish. With its topknot 
green leaves and its little red body indeed 
object artistic interest well delight 
the palate. Sow trenches about half inch 
deep, not too close together. After the seedlings 
appear above ground thin out that the remaining 
plants may develop more readily. 

Lettuce, another vegetable delightful the 
eye well the palate, very easily grown. 
Sow very near the surface early the spring, 
rows one foot apart. Then thin out that 
each individual plant shall stand about foot 
from its fellows. 

course goes without saying that the child’s 
garden bed must hoed, weeded, and watered 
with judgment and care. the little gardener 
faithful one, with what joy will reap his 
reward! With what relish will partake the 
fruits his labor! How will exult the thought 
that his harvest value, real service his 


the garden one flowers, rather than 
few the hardier and better known varieties. 
Let all means have sweet peas tiptoe 
for pansies, tender and radiant; asters, 
sturdy, faithful, and strong. 

The sweet peas should planted rows about 
five feet apart. The best results are obtained 
digging trenches several inches deep, sowing the 
seeds thinly these, and then covering them with 


inch soil. This mode planting conserves 
the moisture. the young pea vines grow the 
trenches may filled in. The seeds this flower 
should sown soon the frost out the 
ground that there may strong and deep root 
formation before there much growth above 
ground. This deep rooting will secure the little 
gardener many luxuriant blossoms. sure 
cut all faded flowers for seed pods are allowed 
form, free blossoming will cease. Give the 
plants plenty water dry weather and support 
the vines means brush wire netting. 

Sow pansy seeds early the spring late 
the winter window box. They should 
thinly sown and about quarter inch 
earth should strewn over them. After they 
are covered press the soil down firmly means 
small board. Keep the earth moist and 
three four weeks the seedlings may trans- 
planted into boxes fresh soil, where they will 
have more room. When length the weather 
mild enough, transplant the pansies into the out- 
door garden bed. Press the soil down firmly about 
each one and shelter them from the sun’s direct 
rays until they are well established their new 
home. insure the most abundant flowering 
allow none the blossoms seed but pick them 
before the delicate petals shrivel and droop. 

Asters require rich soil and sheltered place. 
Wood ashes make excellent fertilizer for this 
plant. Procure seeds the late varieties asters 
and sow them out doors early May. Cover 
the seeds very lightly and keep the earth moist 
and large, long stemmed flowers are desired 
trim the plants freely, allowing only five six 
main stems plant, each stem bearing only 
single terminal blossom. 

The child will have almost unbounded pleasure 
the lovely colors, the exquisite forms, the 
delicious fragrance his flower garden. But still 
greater happiness may his than that which 
feels the mere possession and contemplation his 
treasures, for may pluck these choicest blossoms 
his own and bestow them upon friend.

Seldom was there wind searching but could

each bag kept scissors, pencil, waxed crayons, and 
box paste; and into them put also whatever 
else was needed for the special day’s work. set 
forty-eight aluminum drinking cups 
agate water cans, presented from the school 
fund, completed our equipment, and added much 
the pleasure our picnic lunches. The cups 
fitted into each other that they could packed into 
one our bags, and two fourth-grade boys brought 
water recess time each day. 

Occasionally left kindergarten directly after 
the morning circle but usually not until after the 
gift period.

was pretty sight see the eager, earnest, little 
workers scattered over the grass variety 
attitude and position that was truly Montessorian. 
Often some one paused his work run after 
another flower, catch some new bird note, 
listen the music the wind the branches, 
watch great, white cloud sail slowly across the blue. 

have always loved the opening weeks kin- 
dergarten, the getting into shape the busy, friendly, 
community; and love the steady, onward 
push the program through the winter months; 
but when April has come, enthusiasm has somehow 
lagged. Now know that children belong out 
doors the springtime, out with all other growing 
things the sunshine and the breezes!

CHARMING thing for kindergarten primary 
children make the early spring clay 
bowl for bulbs.
